The uprising is so general and 
the insurrection so wide-spread that the 
fntelligent people amoung the Cubans have 
ceased to regard with much Iimpertance 
the clashes between sma!!! forces. They 
are mobilizing their men and it is conf- 
dently expected at no distant day a de- 
cisive battle will be fought. 

The Cuban leaders believe the Spanish 
government intends to make an aggressive 
warfare from this on, and they are pre- 
paring to meet them. They regard the 
financial condition of the Madrid adminis- 
tration as bad, and not without reason, 
hence they are trying to make the Span- 
jards spend as much money as possible be- 
fore they give them a chance to meastre 
arms. Also the Cubans are furnishing 
their men as rapidly as possible. This of- 
ficial thinks Spain intends to either con- 
quer or make concessions within another 
twelve months. 

Spanish Troops Routed. 

A cablegram to The Times-Union 
Key West, Fla., says: fs 
“Late advices to this city from Havana 
state that a battle was fought near Man- 
zanillo on the 3d instant, between 5300 fresh 
Spanish troopg, commanded by Major 
Sanchez, and 20 insurgents, commanded 
by Rabi, in which the Spanish troops were 
completely routed. The insurgents cap- 
tured fifty Spaniards. 

“The son of Martinez Campos is reported 
very sick in a private hospital in Havana 
with yellow fever. 

“In the battle fought between Amador 
Guerra and Bocres the Cuban leader was 
killed, being the only one lost by the in- 
* gurgents. The Spanish troops were almost 
annihilated, only two officers and six sol- 
dier escaping, owing to the fact of having 
good horses. One of the officers was badly 
wounded. 

“The report is confirmed that Martinez 
Campos has issued orders that all rebels 
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At Santiago d¢ Cuba, for the week ended 
June 2th, the deaths numbered twenty- 
eight, but the number of cases was not re- 
ported. The death rate, however, has iv- 
creased in an alarming manner. Two 
deaths from the fever are reported from 
Gibara. :

WAS ROUGHLY TREATED. 


Correspondent Woodward Arrives in 
New York from Cuba. 

New’ York, July 1l.—Frank R. E. Wood- 
ward, Cuban war correspondent, said to 
have been killed in Cuba, was a pas 
senger on the British steamer Ardandhu, 
which arrived at quarantine only this 
morning, Mr. Woodward left New York 
last April as correspondent of The Morn- 
ing Journal. He was imprisoned three 
times. While with the insurgent army un- 
der Maceo he lost his money and papers. 
He was detained by the Cubans, who tried 
to make him serve. After making his es- 
cape from the Cuban army he managed 
with difficulty to reach Banes, near Gibara, 
where he applied to Captain Walker, of the 
Ardandhu, for protection and assistance, 
the United States consul at Gibara refusing 
to recognize him as an American citizen.

At the present price of silver 
bullion, the coexistence of bimetallism and 
free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, without 
international agreement, is simply an im- 
possibility.

THEY CROWD BOSTON 


Endeavorers Swarm Upon the Hub by 
the Thousand. 


IT IS AN ENORMOUS CONVENTION 


An Invitation Extended to the Body to 
Meet in Washington Next Year. 
Getting Under Way. 


Boston, July 11.—The mass meetings of 
the great Christian Endeavor convention 
began at 9:30 o’clock this morning, in Me- 
Chanics’ hall and tents Endeavor and Wil- 
liston. Long before that hour Mechanics’ 
hall was packed to the doors and when 
Musical Director Percy 8. Foster, of Wash- 
ington, rose to lead the opening praise 
service thousands of people thronged the 
rest of the building and the avenue, unable 
to gain admission. 

President Francis E. Clark, D.D., occu- 
pied the chair, Rey. Smith Baker, D.D., of 
Boston, conducted devotional exercises and 
after singing a hymn of welcome, written 
for the occasion by Rev. 8. F. Smith, D.D., 
author of ‘“‘America,’’ Rev. A. H. Plumb, 
D.D., delivered the welcome of the city, 
Hon. 8. B. Capen then welcomed the dele- 
gates in behalf of the committee of ‘9. 

Governor Greenhalge was greeted with 
cheers and waving of handkerchiefs when 
he rose to deliver the welcome of the com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. « 

The response on behalf of the board of 
triSiees of the United Society of Christian 
Endeavor and visiting 
delivered by Rev. E. R. Dille, D,D., of San 
Francisco. 

The meeting closed with the reading of 
the report of General Secretary John W. 
Bain, of the United Society of Christian 
Endeavor. 

The report showed a total of 41,229 socie- 
ties, with an individual membership from 
every clime and every nation, with skins 
of varying color, of which 480 are red, 20,300 
are yellow, 109,400 are black and 2,343,560 are 
white—in all, a great interracial brother- 
hood of 2,473,740. 

Upon the missionary roll of honor are 
the names of over 65,000 societies from 
thirty-five states, seven territories, seven 
provinces and four foreign lands. Each so- 
ciety has given not less than $10 to its own 
denominational home or foreign missionary 
board for the cause of missions. The total 
amount as reported on this roll of honor is 
$149,719. In addition to this amount of 
money which has been given by these 5,561 
societies enrolled upon the roll of honor, 
$190,884 has been given by these same s0- 
cieties for “Christ and the church in other 
ways,” making a total of $340,603. In the 
last six years 816,355 new. members have 
been added to the roll. 

Services in Tent Endeavor. 

Tent Endeavor, on Boston commons, was 
filled to its utmost capacity this forenoon 
at the first service held by the Endeavorers 
under this immense canvas. There were 
nearly 11,000 persons in attendance, and it 
was a gathering bubbling over with in- 
spiration. The interior of the tent was 
tastefully decorated with a profusion of 
American flags. On all sides and around 
the canvas were festooned the flags of all 
nations with the stars and stripes alter- 
nating with the flags of foreign nations. 
Over the platform was the Christian En- 
deavor banner with ‘‘Welcome’”’ under- 
neath it in the Christian Endeavor colors. 

Rev. John T. Beckley, D.D., of New 
York, one of the trustees, presided at this 
meeting and:-George C. Stebbins, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., was director of the large 
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last genera] assembly upon relations of 
young people's societies to thé church. 
Though a denominational affair, the con- 
gregation rally in tent Williston,’on Boston 
eommon this afternoon was much more 
largely attended than the general gathering 
in the same piace this morning. The crowd 
was enormous, filling all available space. 
Mrs. W. H. Strong, of Detroit, Mich., pre- 
sided. George C. Stebbins, of Brovklyn, N. 
Y., led the praise service. Rev. Dr. Alden 
offered prayer.

Should the supreme court decide that the 
state court had the jurisdiction in the ap- 
pointment of a receiver, the federal court 
will vacate its order appointing Fred 
Crosby receiver. The company’s plant is 
valued at over a half a million, 
Receiver Refused.

The Purpose Is To Raise the Price 

of Fuel. ’ 

Birmingham, Ala., July 11.—(Spectal.)—A 
gigantic combine was completed practi- 
cally today among the coa! operators of 
Alabama for the purpose of establishing 
and maintaining a fixed schedule of prices 
for the product and for the purpose of pwool- 
ing the business. The combine is simi- 
lar to the one formed some time ago with 
pig iron by southern furnace companies.

It is in- 
tended before completing all arrangements, 
to get the mines in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky interested in the pool in order to get 
a better chance to bid for export business 
against Pennsylvania.

/in regard to forcing remedial legislation 
through this session, but saw that it was 
impossible and agreed to allow it to stand 
over until another session, after getting 
‘satisfactory assurances that it would he 
gone on with then. They both consented 
to remain in the cabinet. 

Senator Adolphe Caron and Mr. Ouimet 
both spoke, stating that they had received 
assusances that remedial legislation would 
be pressed at another session and they 
had, therefore, decided to remain in the 
cabinet. Mr. Laurier criticised their ac- 
tion and Sir Charles H. Tupper freplied de- 
fending them. 

Mr. Dalton McCarthy also spoke. He 
said the government was yielding to the 
influences of fhe province of Quebec. There 
was no use promising to pass a remedial 
bill, because it was impossible, and there 
was no use in waiting on the province of 
Manitoba to do so, because that province 
would never pass the hateful school law. 
Mr. Dupont, conservative, opposed the gov- 
ernment on the same grounds as Mr. An- 
gers. 


A SKELETON FOUND, 


Thought to Be the Bones of a Doctor 
Who Disappeared. 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 11.—Yesterday, 
while workmen were grading for a new 
street in Greeneville, they tore down an 
abandoned hut in the suburbs formerly oc- 
cupied by a family named Clayton. In the 
basement the skeleton or a man was 
found with trinkets of rare value. An in- 
quest revealed the find as the remains of 
George Johnson, a traveling doctor fron 
Cherokee county, North Carolina, who 
mysteriously disappeared at Greeneville 
eight years ago, after displaying several 
thousand dollars. e Clayton family dis- 
appeared a few days after the doctor, but 
nothing was thought -f it until yesterday’s 


discovery.

Dispose of a Ring and is Arrested. 
T. P. Chestney, a young man claiming to 

be from Macon, was arrested last night by

His Report to the General Council 
astothe Amount—Other News. 


Atlanta’s license tax receipts, when the 
total amount for the quarter is written, 
will not bring large smiles to the faces of 
the members of the finance committee. 

And yet in some respects the payment of 
licenses taken up to Wednesday night is 
@ record breaker. 

The amount of money taken in on the 
last day was the largest the city ever re- 
ceived on the final day of payment, whilé 
the total amount paid for the period then 
was as iarge, in all probability, as the 
city ever raked in across the counter. 

But it was not as large as the mem- 
bers of the finance committee anticipated 
when they made the balance sheet at the 
first of the year and figured on the prob- 
able amount of money Atlanta would roll 
into its coffers from all kinds of business 
licenses during the year. As is customary 
with the finance committee when the ap- 
portionment sheet is made at the first of 
the year every dollar Atlanta is likely to 
receive is put down and the source from 
which it comes is named. This is neces- 
Sary in order to have a basis upon which 
& regulate the expenditure of money as 
the money cannot be allotted to the de- 
partments without knowing how much the 
city has to allot and in obtaining that ii- 
formation the committee necessarily knows 
the source from which every dollar comes. 
When making out the approximate esti- 
mate of receipts and expenditures for 1896, 
in January last, the finance committee 
gave the actual receipts from license tax- 
es for the year 1894 a diligent and thor- 
ough study. The estimated receipts from 
the department made in January, 18%, 
were considered and then fhe amount ac- 
tually received, as shown by the Neports of 
the collector, clerk, water oilfice and city 
marshal, was examined. It was found 
that the amount actually paid into the 
treasury during thé year for business li- 
censes was greater than the amount the 
committee estimated it would be. This 
was encouraging and the committee had 
every reason to believe that the receipts 
from that department during the year 
1895 wouid be greater than in 1894. So it 
was that the committee estimated a liber- 
al income from license tax during the year, 
and when it came to apportioning the 
money for expenditures the amounts were 
written based upon the estimated income 
from license taxes. 

At the end of the first quarter and at 
the end of every month for that matter 
the members of the committee watched 
the income din the hands of the treasury 
as it came from this source. The first 
month was quite satisfactory and so was 
the first quarter and when the totals were 
taken the members of the finance commit- 
tee felt warranted in the estimate they 
had made. 

So far the total amount for the second 
quarter and, therefore, for the year has 
not been actually written, but the figures 
are dOWn 60 straight that it is safe to say 
that when the receipts are ascertained they 
will not be up to what was anticipated. 

“The figures are larger than they. were 
last year,’’ said Deputy Holcombe, ‘‘still 
they will not be‘ large enough to please 
some for they will not be large as it was 
thought they -would be. 

“Phe last day was, as I have told you, 
the Jargest last day we have ever known, 
and there has never been a year when 
the total came as high as it did this year. 
Neither has there ever been a year when 
it was estimated that as much would be 
taken in as hag been estimated this year. 
That large estimate was due to the fact 
that the exposition was presumed to be 
the year when there*would be many new 
houses and new businesses and consequent- 
ly many new licenses; It is not too late 
for the most sanguine expectations of the 
members of the cemmittee to be realized. 
We have yet six months and those six 
will be about the biggest and busiest the 
city has known and everything can crawl 
up wonderfully. 

“‘We are now making out our report for 
the general council, which will be read 
Monday. That report will show the ex- 
act amount we have taken in and where it 
came from. ic will show whether it was 
a business license or water tax and what 
kind of license it is. Our report cannot 


be perfected until we get the figures from ' 


both the city clerk and the water board, 
and as these have not yet been made out 
it is impossible for us to write our story 
or to tell the amount that has been paid 
in.” 


Shorter Hours and More People. 
The prison committee of the general 
council will have a conference tomorrow 


afternoon and that conference rnay result | 


in a reporf to the general council which will 
produce no little discussion. 

Not many days ago the force at the 
stockade was reduced in numbers and sev- 
eral of th2 old employes of the city were 
laid off. Since then friends of the men who 
were thrown out of work have been indus- 
triously working to have them reinstated, 
and the indications now are that they will 
succeed. The members of the prison com- 
mittee have no direct control of the men 
who were laid off, but it is within their 
province to say whether or not there are 
sufficient men at the stockade for the safety 
of the prisoners and their attention and 
care. The members of the prison commit- 
tee are Mr. Sims, Mr. Tolbert and Mr. 
Mayson, and each of them has been giving 
the matter a careful study, but nothing 
can be told of what they will recommend 
to the general council until they have met 
and made a comparison of notes. 

The Work Is Moving Along Slowly. 

The street contractors having in hand 
the work on Butler street, between Edge- 
wood avenue and Decatur street, are push- 
ing the work as fast as it can be done, and 
yet that is not fast enough to make much 
headway. 

The grading is now all finished between 
Edgewood avenue and the incline near 
Gilmer, and the asphalt layers are at work 
on that part of the street which is to have 
the noiseless roadway. In front of the 
Grady hospital the street will be as smooth 
and noiseless as it is on Peachtree, and 
this is done on account of any incon- 
venience or trouble that the rattling vehi- 
cles might make in passing the hospital. 
The grade of the street where Butler 
crosses Jenkins has been changed so that 
both sidewalks on Butler at that point are 
now several feet above the street. There 
will be a big change of surfaces in front 
of residences in that block or the people 
in that particular locality will live high 
above the street in the future. 

Watching the [New Buildings. 

Inspector Pittman completed a tour of 
inspection of the new buildings now going 
up in the heart of the city and then in the 
afternoon began writing his first report to 
the mayor and general council. 

That report will be submitted to the 
council Monday afternoon, and in it the 
inspector will recount what he has done 
since his election in the way of granting 
and refusing ouilding permits. The paper 
will,,it is understood, be quite interesting, 
as it will show by comparison the great 
superiority of the present system over the 
old one. The inspector will recount the 
manner in which the work of building is 
now going on and will suggest two or three 
minor amendments or changes in the build- 
ing laws, which have suggested themselves 
to him since he began work. None of the

The finance committee will come together 
either tomorrow or Monday morning and 
during the meeting the contemplated raid 
upon that committee by the various 
branches of the city government will be 
taken up for consideration. — , 

During the session the committee will 
have before it the report of the city clerk 
and the report of the city tax collector, 
showing the amount of money taken in 
during the quarter. The actual receipts, 
as shown by the reports of these officers, 
will then be compared with the amount the 
finance committee estimated at the first of 
the year the city would receive from the 
sources indicated by the two reports. It 
4s generally understood that the members 
of the committee have decided to stand pat 
on the apportionments the council adopted, 
and will not listen to any changes indicated 
by the various committees and departments 
that are going to ask for more money.

OF ONE OF ATLANTA'S 


(Extract.) Mortis Bed 


Commissioner of Massachusetts Report 
OF 1895. 


Protection Principal in Case of Lapse. 


‘Under the provisions of the Massachu- 


setts statute, first adopted as a principle of 
law by this commonwealth, the holder of a 
policy, in case of lapse after two annual 
payments have been made, is absolutely 
protected as to his rights in the reserve 
belonging to such policy. This legal provis- 
ion attaches only to policies of Massachu- 
companies. Nearly all the companies of 
other states have voluntarily attached to 
their policies a modified provision of this 
character, attaching after three annual 
payments have been made. 

“With considerable uniformity, however, 
the holder of a policy in such case, in com- 
panies other than those of Massachusetts, 
must notify the company within a limited 

eriod after lapse of any payment and sur- 
render the policy in order to secure any ad- 
vantages arising from his contributed re- 
serve. The question of a cHange in this dy 
rection was before the legislature during 
the session of this year, but was some- 
what confused with other propositions, and 
no action was had, The commissioner very 
strongly urges the introduction of a pro- 
vision of law which shall apply to all 
companies, making, in case of lapse after 
two or three annual payments, the feature 
of extended insurance or a paid-up policy 
automatic. The holder of such policy has 
confessedly contributed a certain amount of 
his premiums to the reserve. This belongs 
absolutely and unqualifiedly to such. policy 
holder, and his right to the use of the 
same in some form ought not to be per- 
mitted for one-moment ‘to depend upon any 
action or notification on hig part. Practical- 
ly the provisions of the Massachusetts law 
—the question of dependence upon two or 
three annual premiums being a matter of 
opinion—ought to be made by the provisions 
of statute applicable to every policy issued 
to a citizen of this commonwealth some 
self-acting principle in regard to the re- 
serve ought to bé enforced upon every com- 
pany. If beyond this such corporations 
see fit to give to the policy holder certain 
options dependent upon his own selection, 
well and good. But the absolute confisca- 
tion of the reserve belonging to any policy, 
unless the holder thereof, in case of lapse, 
is sufficiently well informed to notify the 
company within the period designated by 
the company, ought not to be for one mo- 
ment longer permitted.”

Last Wedensday morning a telegram was 
received by Mr. Hunt from the chief of 
the bureau at Washington authorizing him 
to send out daily forecasts to every sta- 
tion in Georgia. and Alabama, instead of 
conditional forecasts as heretofore.
